Seven student representatives 
of TJC and their coach are leav¬ 
ing this afternoon for Waco for 
the Baylor Debate and Forensic 
Meet. Attending will be Johnny 
Prater, Melvin Outlaw, Alvin 
Mann, Bert Wise, L. W. Maynard, 
Elizabeth Thompson, Elizabeth 
Glenn, and Miss Mildred Howell. 
The trip will be made to the 
Raleigh Hotel in Waco by auto¬ 
mobile. 

The three Tyler debate teams 
(Johnny Prater and Melvin Out¬ 
law, Alvin Mann and Bert Wise, 
and Elizabeth Thompson and 
Elizabeth Glenn) will enter the 
Junior Division Debate Tourna¬ 
ment. All debate entries will en¬ 
ter four preliminary contests. The 
team with the best record after 
the four debates will then enter 
the official tournament. A single 
loss thereafter eliminates a team 
from the contest. Debates up to 
the semi-finals and finals will be 
judged by three judges. Each de¬ 
bate will be criticized by the 
judges after each one. 

Constructive speeches will be 
limited to ten minutes, rebuttals 
to five, and the negative will 
speak in the rebuttals so that no 
rejoinder will be necessary. 

Alvin Mann and L. W. Maynard 
will enter the poetry reading con¬ 
test. The readers will be judges 
on: a choice and arrangement of 
material; presentation of thought 
content; presentation of emotional 
content; and general effectiveness^ 
of delivery. These poems will be 
limited to five minutes in time 
content. Preliminary contests will 
also be held in this division and 
the two highest ranking readers 
will appear in the finals. 

Trophies will be awarded first 
place winners in each division and 
certificates to the second place 
winners and those receiving ex¬ 
cellent or superior ratings. The 
meet starts at 8:00 Friday morn¬ 
ing, February 21st, with the veri¬ 
fication of entries and classes with 
the finals in debate at 9:00 Satur¬ 
day evening.

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Basketball Daze 

Have you ever been to a basketball game? Well, 
you should—it might be good for what ails you— 
depending on what ails you, of course. You won’t 
know what’s happening or why—that is, if you’ve 
never been to one—but it’s usually a fast game, and 
you’ll enjoy it—that is, if you enjoy fast games. 
There’s adventure, too; the adventure of getting 
past the doorman without your activity ticket; the 
adventure of heartily greeting all friends and ac¬ 
quaintances—all of whom you saw not four hours 
ago; and the adventure of changing seats six times 
—all this time your boys and those of the opposing 
team are knocking themselves out at their respective 
ends of the court. After a while all but few of them 
get tired and run sit down on the benches; then, 
the remaining ones have to play with their oppo¬ 
nents. 

Then, the fun really begins. They throw away all 
but one ball and play “Keep Away”. The boys 
“dribble” the ball from one end of the court to 
the other and pass it back and forth among their 
teammates until someone wants to try to put it in 
the basket-making a goal, they call it counts 2 
points.

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FIRST ANNIVERSARY THT MONTH— 

Makes TJC Alma Mafer One Year Old

Tucked away in the files of the 
“Apache Pow-Wow” there appears 
in a February, 1946 issue of the 
paper a story about the school 
song. The Alma Mater,” which 
seemingly has no other name, was 
anonymously submitted to the 
first assembly of the spring Se¬ 
mester of 1946.

Apaches Shellack Rangers 63-50 

East Texas Zone Title Now In Three-Way Tie 


The TJC Apaches battled their 
way into a* first-place tie for the 
East Texas Junior College Con¬ 
ference honors over in Kilgore last 
Monday night by tearing into the 
Kilgore Rangers defense and strik¬ 
ing up a 63-to-50 victory. The 
Kilgore five had previously held 
undisputed rights to first place. 

With scores of local cars and two 
chartered buses making the trip 
for the contest, approximately 
1300 anxious fans crowded the 
Kilgore High School gymnasium 
to over-capacity to witness the 
Apaches literally out-play the 
Rangers. At the games end, the 
Apaches were still lengthening 
the lead they held over the Ran- 
. gers. 

High-point man for the Apaches 
was Guard Derrist Williams. A 
highly-skilled defensive man, Wil¬ 
liams pulled the wool aver the 
Ranger five eyes by sinking twen¬ 
ty-one points, mainly beyond the 
free-throw circle. This gave Capt. 
Acker Hanks and Guard Herb 
Richardson plenty of space in 
which to work the ball in under 
the basket. 

The" first of the game saw both 
quintets highly strung and ex¬ 
tremely nervous. However, the 
Rangers took the lead and paced 
the Apaches 14-to-6 in the open¬ 
ing ten minutes. The Apaches 
were passing badly and missing 
many shots and things were be¬ 
ginning to look bad for the 
Apaches. 

Capt. Acker Hanks called a 
time-out and at the opening of 
the second quarter, the Apaches 
began to settle down to serious 
business. With smooth team-work 
and a well co-ordinated passing 
attack, Center Dave Rodriguez 
and Richardson narrowed the 
score t*o 26-to-25 as the half-time 
horn sounded. 

The third quarter found the 
Rangers pulling the Apaches’ first 
quarter tactics by wild handling 
of the ball. The red-hot Apaches 
lashed out for twenty-three more 
points and with only ten minutes 
left to play, they led the Rangers 
48-to-34. The high-light of the 
entire contest was the super-swift 
ball stealing by the Apaches in 
the last two quarters. The Rangers 
ripped gaping holes in their co¬ 
ordination and made many fouls 
and missed many easy shots. 

Playing second-string men in 
the last quarter, Coach Wagstaff’s 
redmen continued to rack up goal 
after goal. The game ended with 
the Apaches hot after' another 
score. It was quite noticeable that 
the Apaches started the ball roll¬ 
ing their way in the second pe¬ 


riod. As the situation now stands, 
the Rangers and Apaches are one 
step above the Paris Dragons for 
first place. A win of the Paris- 
Tiger game by Paris will put the 
first-place slot in a three-way tie. 
The Apaches have two more con¬ 
ference games to play. The first 
with the Texarkana Tigers here 
at the local gymnasium Thursday 
night, and the second and last of 
the second round of play of the 
conference season with Hender¬ 
son County JC at Athens the fol¬ 
lowing Tuesday night.
